Benson Warns 


Turkey Growers to 


Curtail Production 


WASHINGTON dp—Secretary ef 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson to­ 
day warned turkey growers to stop 
depending on the government to 
hail them out of low-price m ar­ 
kets. 
He told them to curtail sharply 
the hatch of turkey poults to avoid 
production of a crop in excess of 
consumer demand at reasonable 
prices to producers. 
“ The 
turkey 
industry cannot 
count on government buying in 
every year as a part of its m arket 
outlet,” Benson said. “ Instead, til 
operatives in the industry—breed­ 
ers, 
hatcherymen, 
and 
turkey 
growers— should make every effort 
to avoid over-production for better 
returns in the open market. 
This could be done by sharply 
reducing the setting of turkey eggs 
in early June,” Benson said. 
The turkey hatch through April 
was up 8 per cent, and eggs in 
incubators on May I indicate the 
May hatch will be up about 3 per 
cent. Bensc-i said the hatch during 
the first five months of 1957 prob­ 
ably will be up about 3,600,000 
birds more than during the same 
period last year. 
The departm ent bought about 26 
million pounds of surplus ready- 
to-cook turkeys in 1956 in an at­ 
tempt to bolster market prices for 
live birds. The turkeys were used 
in the school lunch program.

Coal Ass'n Says 
Gov’t Favors 
Oil, Natural Gas 


WASHINGTON IT The head of 
the National Coal Ass’n today ac 
cused the administration of favor 
mg oil and natural ga> over coal 
in the competitive battle for the 
nation’s fuel markets, 
L 
Newton Thomas, Charleston. 
W. Va , said administration policies 
have relegated coal to a “ Cinder 
ella role” and have given it the 
job of “ a stand by fuel in times of 
stress." 
As examples of “ favoritism’’ to 
coal's 
two 
biggest 
competitors, 
Thomas cited the “ more realistic” 
depletion 
allowances granted oil 
and natural gas and a 4 cent per 
ton transportation tax on coal not 
levied on other fuels. Oil and gas 
producers are allowed to deduct 
27 I 2 per cent of their income as 
depletion allowance before calcu­ 
lating their income tax, coal, IO 
per cent. 
He urged his industry to “ im 
press the right people in the prop­ 
er places that a reasonable deliv­ 
ered cost is essential lo the main 
tcnance of an adequate supply at 
economic prices “ 


Undersecretary Hatfield Chilton 
said the coal industry can con­ 
tinue to expand if it increases its 
research programs, attracts more 
growth capital, and increases its 
all around efficiency. Chilson said 
these programs must he tackled 
by the industry itself 
“ As you 
work at them and thereby con 
tribute to the growth of the Amer­ 
ican economy, we in the govern 
merit shall do whatever we can to 
help.” he said.
